The first year of tho twentieth century 
saw many new records established m 
various lines of human activity. Now 
Yeni-'s dny thero wore thirty deaths from 
violent causes In various parts of Ken- 
tucky. The record set n high slaughter 
mark. Kentucky also ecllnses nil records 
in another direction. Jan. 20, n Kentucky 
firm sold a Chicago house 8.C00 bnrrela 
of whisky, which Is tho largest single 
transaction in liquor ever known. There 
Bcenis tojjo no trustworthy way to cstl- 
mnto tlio"iotn! number of jngs contnlned 
in all this whisky, or Its fecundity in 
snakes. 

The matrimonial mart usually hna big 
things to show la a year. All nuptial 
speed records were smashed Sunday, 
Aug. 10, nt St. Joseph, Mich., Chicago's 
Gretna Green, when twenty-seven couples 
from Chicago were deftly spliced in ono 
hour and three-quarters, each couple thus 
having less tlinn five minutes to go 
through the mill. The minister who in 
1001 elninis tho record with reference 
to tho grand total of marriages nnd fu- 
nerals, connected with a long mbiistcr's 
life, is Rev. J. M. Haughty of Mason 
City, III. During his career as a preach- 
er, a period of eomo forty years, bo baa 
married 1,857 couples and conducted 
1,500 funerals. t 

Turning to the divorce side of matri- 
mony— a Bide peculiarly" rich In apred 
Tecprds— one naturally would look to Chi- 
cago, Oklahoma or tho Dnkolas for win- 
ners. The Chicago speedy divorce calen- 
dar for the year 'found Its stellar per- 
formanco in tho case of Mrs. G, Krucger. 
It took this lady n trifle less than ten 
minutes to convince Judgo Dunne that 
sho ought to be cut loose from her hus- 
band, Henry WiUInm Krucger. 

Referring to feats in travel; it certain- 
ly was a great year for the automobile. 
Even in theso days of chronic record- 
break lug such a performance as that of 
Henri Founder, tho French chauffeur, 
who- drove a heavy French racing ma- 
chine a mile in 51 4-5 seconds on the 
Coney Island boulevard. In November, 
was most noteworthy. 

The long-distance Tccord for horseless 
vehicles was broken by Arthur J. Eddy, 
of Chicago, a former president of the 
Automobile Club of Hint city. In sixty 
days, from Aug. 1 to Sept. 30, ho covered 
2,000 miles, traveling through Michigan, 
Indiana, Ohio, Pennsylvania New York, 
New Jersey, Massachusetts nnd part of 
Canada. Ho averaged nbout 100 miles 
a day, nnd nt times maintained a speed 
of forty miles an hour. 

WonJcrs incident to travel were pro- 
claimed In other dosses; lor example, 
the unchallenged record of Charles Bel- 
lamy, n Burlington Railroad fireman, 
who Id cloven years of faithful Bcrvlce 
traveled 000,840 miles and shoveled 32,- 
501 tons of coal on > tbo way. llo never 
lost a trip or received a scratch through 
accident. Railroad men sny that It Is a 
case of physical endurance never equaled. 
An engine on tbo Great Northern Rail- 
way. In England, which was built in 
1870, completed in August an aggregate 
of d,000,O00 miles, brenklng tbo English 
record In this respect. Tho speediest 
long-distance delivery of mall ever ac- 
complished In the world was that of the 
consignment which left Sidney, Austral in. 
Oct lu, for London, England, by the 
American route. A distance of 16,205 
miles was covered in thirty-one days, u 
saving of four days over the Sues canal 
route. 

Around Iho world in sixty days, thir- 
teen hours and thirty minutes is the new 
globe-girdling record, which was complet- 
ed last July by Charles C. Pitzmorris, a 
Chicago high bcTjooI boy. This beats the 
best previous fast circuit of tbo world 
by several days, 

Harry S. Black of Chicago and New 
York recently mado tho largest con- 
science contribution to Uncle Sam known 
In the history of tho government. Ho 
sent to the proper officials $18,000.00, 
representing tho dnty on jewels imported 
by bis wife, which bad escaped tbo rig- 
llnnco of tbo inspectors. 

It was a fruitful y-ear in unprecedent- 
ed financial, commercial and industrial 
transactions. The largest shipment of 
gold which over left New York In a sin- 
gle day wns sent to Europe Nov, 10 oa 
"tbo steamship Kaiser Wilhelm der 
Grosse, Tho .sura Was ¥7,0S2,583.10. No 
other elilp In the world's history has ever 
been so richly laden. Another record 
la noted in the statement that at tho 
opening of business on July 31 tho Unit- 
ed States treasury bad in Its possession 
tho. largest fund of gold held, by any na- 
tion In tho world and the greatest ever 
owned by this government, the amount 
being $504,354,270. 

Wall street had a record-breaking day 
on Jan. 7, when for the first time in flic 
history of the New. YoAt Slock Exchange 
more thnn 2,000,000 shares were traded 
In on Its floor during tho five hours of 
business. 

The largest si agio order ever given for 
watches was received by an American 
manufacturer from a London firm, tho 
former agreeing to deliver to his custom- 
er 2,000,000 timepieces within twelve 
months. A. L. Scii setter of Edgar Coun- 
ty, III., harvested tho largest crop of 
popcorn ever gathered In tho world. From 
his 102 acres he had 1,800 bushels, a 
yield of a little over seventeen bushels to 
tho acre. It cost him §1T no acre to 
raise, sort, shell arid pay ground rent, 

Tho winter wheat yield. of Kansas for 
1001 was 00,045,514 bushels, valued at 
500,470,540; nnd brenklng tho preceding 
year's record by -13,450,070 buslieln, 
Theso two wero tho largest wheat crops 
ever .grown by any State.

The al tempt liaa called 
out many scathing comments from the 
pulpit as to their snobbish fiction. Tho 
settlement of Evanston is within tbe mem- 
ory of many old settlers. The North West- 
ern University might be said to he the 
ncucleoufi of tbe present beautiful city 
which has grown out of n wilderness. 
The energy, ability and money of it's pet- 
pie has. brought about this remarkable 
change. Whnt else Umn labor h:is done 
it? It was at the time a forest of oak tim- 
ber. Now it is a city of 25,000 inhabitants 
Is it possible that its officials will prevent 
this desirable element from locating with- 
in its border*?

Few people realize the Immensity of 
Siberia. To think of a single state, 
stretching through 130 ilegrecs of 
longitude and possessing one-ninth ot 
all the land surface of the globe, Is 
staggering.

We.. comply willingly with the re- 
quest of Mr. Henry. "B, Joy or Detroit 
to print a stntement by him as to the 
extent of the hcet sugnr Industry lo 
Michigan, and the effect thereupon of 
n reduction of the duties on Cuban 
sugar, or or free augur rrom Cuba 
through the annexation of the Island. 
It Is quite Tnlr that Mr, Joy's side ot 
the question should have a public 
hearing. Mr. Joy estimates that about 
132,000 men, women and children In 
Michigan nlonc aro dependent upon 
adequate government protection to 
beet sugar. Ho counts tbe families «J 
the fa r mens raising tbe beets, and the 
families uf the operators In tbe fac- 
tories making the sugar, allowing Uvo 
persons to a. family. This Is a 80n\e- 
whut loose mathematical process, but 
we suppose It will answer. At the 
samo lime Mr. Joy predicts that Mich- 
igan will produce tills year -a tonnage 
of- beet sugar "approaching" 75,000. 
That Is to say, with- sugar at 3 cents 
a pound. 132,000 persons In Michigan 
would depend for their living upon 
the producers' share ot the $4,500,000 
representing the gross. product. Yet If 
the producers got every cent of It 
there would be only $34,09 n year ibr 
every Individual of the 132,000. But 
tbe farmers and the factory people by 
no means get every cent of It. On tho 
one hand or the other, there 1b ap- 
parently something wrong with- Mr 
Joy's figures. We Infer that the statis- 
tical part or his Interesting argument 
has not been prepared with the thor- 
oughnesfi devoted to the politico-eco- 
nomical and the politico-emotional 
parts. — New' York Sun.

000. 

Sixty gnnrds, armed with rifles, fought 
a desperate battle with robbers In tho 
Independence gold mine at Cripple Creek, 
Colo.

Others 
were hurt, but their Injuries nre not se- 
rious, Thu accident wits caused by the 
premature explosion ot dynamite. 

Miss Knty Douaghiie was fatally burn- 
ed by the explosion of a can of kerosene 
oil which she dropped on a red hot stove 
at the Bhtln Hotel in Chadron, Neb. Her 
clothfug caught fire and she ran Into the 
hotel ofliee, where several traveling men 
succeeded in putting out the flames. . 

The center span of the West Washing- 
ton street bridge crossing Whlto river 
in Indianapolis succumbed to the weight 
of a work train consisting of two trolley 
cars and four teams. Twelve workmen 
were precipitated into the river, but all 
were rescued alive. Four were Injured. 

The show window of William Fink's 
jewelry store, on Main, near Fifteenth 
street, Cincinnati, was broken while tho 
street whs crowded and a trny containing 
sixty diamond lings valued at $2,000 was 
stolen, Tho robbers escaped after firing 
several shots nt Mr, Fink, who pursued 
them. 

Tlie charred nnd mutilated bodies of 
L. W. Thompson ami wife were round oa 
the prairie near their ranch, in tho vicin- 
ity of Ha in nh, Colo, Their residence bad 
been burned to the ground, but it Is be- 
lieved that they had been murdered for 
money nnd their dwelling burned as u 
blind. 

The souud steamer Fairhnven, operat- 
ing between Seattle, Wash., Lnconner 
and way ports, struck a rock or reef a 
short distance from Utsaladdy during a 
fog and soon after sank fu ten feet of 
water. The passenger.') nnd crew all 
succeeded iu reaching tho lifeboats In 
safety.

Halt a dozen 
Senators were on their foot In an Instant 
to defend tho volunteers, and the National 
Guard of tho various States, and tho de- 
bate took so wide n range Hint Senators 
went back In luetr reference to tho days 
of the Revolutionary Wnr to seek Illus- 
trations for their nrgumcnla, The House 
passed tho pension appropriation bill, 
which has been under discussion for three 
days, nnd then adjourned until. Saturday. 
Tho resolution prepared by tho upcclal 
comniittca on tho McKInley memorial 
exercises providing for. nn addresB by 
Secretary of State John Hay In" the Hall 
ot Representatives on Feb, 27 wns adopt- 
ed. A Joint resolution to appropriate 
$00,000 to pay Iho expenses, incurred by 
tho West Indinn and South Carolina In- 
terstate Exposition nt Charleston, S. O., 
In connection with tho government ex- 
hibit at Charleston, was passed. 

The' Senate on Thursday Tor a brief 
tlmo had under consideration tho bill cre- 
sting a department ot coramerco and the 
discussion tended to show Hint tho meas- 
ure will hnvo to bo amended In mnny par-, 
liculnrs before It can receive tho ap- 
proval of the Senate. Serious' objections 
were raised to tho trnnsfer to tho propos- 
cd department of several Important bu- 
reaus now a part or other departments 
Of the govern m rnt. It wns pointed out 
that If the bill ns reported became n law 
It would crentc tho greatest department 
of the government and that the secretary 
of commerce would have . woro power 
even- than the Secretary of the Treasury. 
Notice of several Important amendments 
was given. The House concurrent reso- 
lution providing for McKInley memorial 
exercises by Congress In the hall of tho 
House of Representatives on Thursday, 
Feb. 27, was adopted. 

By a strictly partisan rote a favorable 
report on Senntor Frye's ship subsidy 
bill was authorized by the Senate com- 
mittee on commerce on Friday. The com- 
mittee made several Important amend- 
ments to tho bilk One allows moll car- 
rying vessels to bo either Iron. or steel, 
Instead ot steel only, ns originally pro- 
vided. Another reduces to 1,000 gross 
registered tons tho vessels receiving n 
bounty. The Democrats voted solidly for 
striking out the general subsidy provision. 

The House or Representatives wns In 
session less than an hour Saturday, Only 
routine business was transacted, the most 
Important feature of which was tho re- 
porting by Mr.' Cannon, chairman of tho 
committee on appropriations, of nn ur- 
gent deficiency bill. The bill chrrles §10,- 
701,415, distributed among the different 
departments. Among the rooro impor- 
tant Items Included In tho hill are tlie 
following: Rebates to tobacco manufac- 
turers ns provided In the ' war revenue 
reduction act, ¥5,lfj0,000;. completion of 
public building at St. Paul, Minn., $100,- 
000; eomplcHon of statue of Rochambcnu, 
$15,000; establishment of permanent mil- 
itary post at Manila, $500,000; military 
ordnance, $250,000; nnral ordnnnce, 
$300,000; expenses of congressional party 
to funeral of President McKInley, $0,200; 
rural free delivery, SulS.000. 

The time of the House of Representa- 
tives wns occupied Mondny in" general 
debate on tho urgent deficiency bill, which 
carries n totnl of $10,70 1,230, An Item 
In tho bill carrying $500,000 for n mili- 
tary past at Manila precipitated n long 
debate, in which some of the ablest de- 
baters on both sides of tho House took 
part. When pressed for nil explanation 
as to the reason for the proposed appro- 
priation of $-10,000 for the emergency 
fund for the State Department, Mr. Can- 
non admitted that R was for the enter- 
tainment of PrlncD Henry of Germany. 
Mr, Clark (Mo.) wanted to know who 
was going to pny tho expenses of Wblto- 
law Held, Captain Clark, Gen. Wilson, 
young PIcrpont Morgan nnd young Wet- 
more, who were to be dispatched to Lon- 
don to seo King Edward VII. crowned. 
"Wo were to pay tlm expenses of Prince 
Henry's visit,'' enld Mr. Clark, "and It 
was a poor rule that did not work both 
ways. If It wna right and proper for us 
to pny for tho entertainment of Prince 
Henry, why should not England -pny the 
expenses of Reld, Clark and the others V" 
Mr. Cannon In his reply drow the fire of 
Mr. Do Armond of Missouri. Others 
who. participated were Mr. Richardson, 
Tennessee; Mr. Grosvenor, Ohio; Mr. 
Alexander, New York; Mr. Grow, Penn- 
sylvania; Mr. Williams, Illinois, nnd Mr. 

Clin Inn an Lodge 
reported the Philippine tariff bill and 
gnvc notice that he would call It up nt 
2 o'clock Tuesday.

Tho one place where there, hava 
come .to the surface conditions disagree* 
ablo to csntcmplnte Is Cleveland, wkcr» 
It has long been suspected by banking In* 
forests that trouble was brewing. The 
dllDcuUlea of the Everett-Moore syndi- 
cate, and their consequences are purely, 
locnl, They are not due to any weakness 
In business In the country at large, Tho 
same observation applies with equal f orco 
to the rubber situation, which baa been 
the subject of wide comment In tho East, 

It Is a source of relief to merchants 1 
and manufacturers that transportation 
facilities are en Bier, now that th*> holiday 
trade, the greatest In tho country's his- 
tory, Is finally disposed of, but these fa' 
cilltles nro' not equal yet to tho require- 
ments of Hie vast volume of business. 
The railroads bare not yet delivered all 
the structural material which has been 
delayed ia shipment. These delays hnvo 
Interfered seriously with building opera- 
tions la many quarters. Nevertheless or- 
ders for this kind of material arc pouring 
In on the mills. This Is a good Indication 
of activity la building during the coming 
summer. 

An Idea of tho magnitude of the new 
equipment which railroad companies nro 
acquiring may be gabled from tho fact 
that ono of tho largest car manufactur- 
ing companies built In 1001 05,000 cars, 
of- which only 000 were passenger cars, 
and that orders in this Industry cantlnua 
to be. enormous. James J. II111, Jn speak- 
ing to the farmers ot tho Northwest, said 
Hie country has outgrown the capacity of 
most of Hie trunk lines, 

Tho rail mills are kept so busy by ham« 
orders which It will take a long tlmo to 
fill that Utile attention 1b being paid to 
foreign business. The English mills hava 
been nblo to get an order for 105,000 tons 
of mils for Mexico because the American 
■feel men did not deem It worth their 
whllo to make a hid. It Is understood 
that the mills arc receiving liberal orders 
to be filled during the second half of this 
year. They will not bo for tko present 
the active competitors In foreign markets 
that they wore a few years ago.

William Henry, who waB convicted at 
tho last term ot the Pike County Circuit 
Court at Pittidlcld of murdering his 
brother-in-law, Charles Jennings, nnd sen- 
tenced to Chester penitentiary for twen- 
ty-one years, cut his throat ot Plttafield 
thirty minutes before the sheriff was to 
start with him for the train.

Tuckard Ballnrd, who has petitioned 
tho pardon bonrd- for release from the 
Jotiet penitentiary, has been an lumate 
of that institution for nearly twenty 
years. Only one other niuii, John Giles, 
a Cook County murderer, has been there 
longer tlinn Ballard. Giles was received 
March 23, 1882. Ballard entered the 
prison July 31 in tho aamo year. lie 
was 22 years old at that time. With 
three other men and two women ho was 
iudlcted In 1882 for the killing of Solo- 
mon Carter, a colored resident of Jollet. 
Ballard escaped tho gnllows by pleading 
guilty. Another defendant got fourteen 
yenrs and the rest were freed. ■ • 

The pension board of Blooming ton has 
discovered a man whose heart Is on his 
right sltlo. Tho man Is George- W. Hurst 
of Lei In stun. When ho appeared bo- 
fore the board to undergo thu physical 
examination necessary before he could 
securo an application for a pension tho 
surprising discovery wns made that his 
cardiac organ was misplaced.

TERRIBLE RESULTS OF.FIGHT IN 
PANAMA HARBOR. 



Vive -Vessels Reported Bunk— Three 
Itcbel Boats T.oHt-Two Government 
Blilps AIbo 60 to'tlie Bottom-Gov 
cruor of Pau a mn Killed. 

Advices were received in New York 
Monday from Col. J, B. Slmler, general 
superintendent nt Colon for the Panama 
Railway Company, saying that three in- 
surgent nnd two government vessels had 
been sunk hi thu naval engagement <ln 
Panama harbor. 

The naval 'battle began at o'clock 
In the morning In the harbor ot Panama, 
Tho revolutionary Ucct consisted ot tho 
steamers Pad ilia, Darlcn nnd Gaitau. 
They' attempted to force a landing oft 
Saoana. , Tho Government ships were 
tho Chilean Line steamer Lnutnro, tho 
Pacific Steam" Navigation Company's 
steamer Chtcuito and the Panama Canal 
Company's steamer Boyucn. The first 
named was seized by Gon^Alban nnd the 
other two had been chartered by the Co- 
lumbian Government. Tho United States 
cruiser Philadelphia is close to the scene 
of the lighting. 

The State Department received the 
following cablegram from Consul Gudg- 
cr, dated Panama: 

"Fighting jit buy. Governor killed. Ex- 
citement great" 

Panama is the capital of the State of 
Panama, and one ot the finest scacoast 
cities in the United States of Colombia. 
It Is on the Gulf of Panama and south 
of the Isthmus ot Panama, It Is the 
stnrtlng point of the Panama canal nnd 
is a favorite name In that locality. The 
city contains n population of 40,000, end 
its more Important part standn on a pe- 
ninsular tongue of laiul, across which Its 
strerts extend from sea to sen. It Js a 
bishop's see, nnd lias a handsome cathe- 
dral and five other Catholic churches. It 
has a normal nnd several primary 
schooU, all sustained by the government. 

Various convents which formerly exist- 
ed havo been disposed of for secular 
uses. Panama supports n daily newspa- 
per that Is published part In English 
and part In Spauiwh: Tho rise and fall 
of the tide nt Pan am n Js from sixteen to 
twenty-one feet, owing to which ships 
lie at anchor at some distance from tho 
shore. The harbor Is protected by nu- 
merous islets and affords secure aucbor- 
age. ?< 

. The city has but iittio trade, although 
tho country round about lr fertile. It Is 
a station for tho malls between countries 
of the Atlantic and those on the South 
and Central American Coast on the Pa- 
cific, and is the Pacific terminus of tho 
Panamn Railroad, which connects this 
placo with Aspluwnll an the Atlantic side 
of the Isthmus.

Desperate Criminals Kscnpo frbm 
Prtaon on McNeil'« Island. 

Eleven of tho most desperate prison- 
ers iu tho United Stntes penitentiary on 
McNeil's Island, Wash., escaped Sunday 
afternoon. It was the most daring and 
successful jail breaking ever attempted 
In tho State. A holo in the brick wall ot 
cell No, 10, which was occupied by Con- 
victs Snyder and Davis, revealed tho 
means of escape, The wall ia about a 
foot thick, and the floor of the cell is of 
the aamo thickness, and is covered with. 
concrete, A tunnel was dug at the junc- 
tion of the wall and the floor, sloping out- 
wardly, until it formed a connection with 
tho air chamber about two feet below 
and a foot from the corridor wall of the 
cell. - 

■.Through this air, chamber tho prisoners 
crawled forty feet to where It opened 
into tho boiler room, the opening being 
covered by an Iron grating. TIiIb olrataT 
clc was overcome by (,-he uso of stiws, and 
the' prisoners had tnen only to wnlk out 
of tile back door of tin boiler room nud 
across the yard nnd scale tho board fence. 
A few yards from 'the prison grounds tho 
dense growth of timboy afforded them a 
safe retreat temporarily. 

Warden PnJmor believes the prisoners 
used a spoon and wooden wedgC3 to bur- 
row through tha brick.

NO MERCY TO REBELS. 



Itcconcentratlon and the Unsparing 
Pursuit of Filipinos Be nun. 

Having failed during two years' strife 
in subduing the Insurrection In Bntann- 
gas Province, which lies just south of 
Manila, and having become convinced 
that lenient treatment of the insurgents 
Is productive of no good results, Gen, 
J. Franklin Bell, military commander In 
that province, has decided on the en- 
forcement of the war In the most vigor- 
ous and determined fashion, involving ro- 
concentration In a modified form, the ap- 
plication of martial law in all directions 
and the unsparing pursuit and punish- 
ment of natives who act as spies and trai- 
tors to the United States. 

All this appears from n long report to 
the War Department. Tho rcconccn- 
tratlon order in substniice provides for 
the establishment of ft zone around the 
garrisons into which the. friendly inhabit- 
ants arc to be required to come under 
penalty of confiscation and destruction of 
their property. This iu said to be neces- 
sary to prevent the collection of forced 
contributions front the inhabitants by the 
Insurgents, Tho militnry officers aro al- 
lowed to fix the price of necessaries of 
lira and it is promised that tho people 
may return ns soon as peaceful condi- 
tions are established. 

This order Is followed by a long circu- 
lar by Gen, Bell to his station command- 
ers, commenting ou existing conditions 
and giving them advice how to proceed. 
lie says it is regrettable that the inno- 
cent must suffer with the guilty, but the 
greatest good to the greatest number 
cau be brought about best by putting a 
prompt end to the insurrection. Thcrc- 
foro lie directs the application of .gen- 
eral order 100. In force during the Civil 
War In he United States, which practi- 
cally regards nn Insurgent ns a guerrilla, 
outside tho palo of civilized warfare and 
subject to the death penalty wherever 
such an Insurgent docs 110 1 engage in tho 
wcr continuously and observe all the 
rubiH ot war.

He gut l'otup Attends the Ceremonies 
— Populace llaila tlio Kine— Speech 
from the Throne Greeted with Cheers 
— Huler .Defends Ills Soldiers. 



King Edward opened Parliament with 
n ceremonial ia all essential respects sim- 
ilar to that of February last Tho pro- 
cession to tho House of Lords was of 
the same character as that witnessed en 
the! occasion ot the opening of the first 
Parliament of King Edward's reign, 
while within tho upper house were seen 
the samo state pageantry, the same his- 
toric dresses and the sumo revival of an- 
cient forms. 

ICIng Edward and - Queen Alexandra 
occupied their thrones beneath a canopy, 
with the Prince and Princess of Wales 
on either side of tlmm. Tho other mem- 
bers of tho royal family were seated on 
chairs at tho foot of the steps leading 
to tha throne. 

The gentleman usher of the Black Rod, 
Gen, Sir Michael Biddulph, having sum- 
moned tho speaker and the members of 
tho House of Commons, his majesty read 
tho Speech from the throne. Their ma- 
jesties then retired amid a fanfare ot 
trumpets and attended by the same regal 
ceremony ns accompanied their entry into 
the house. 

King Edward's speech from the throne 
opened with n reference to the tour of 
the Prince and Princess of Wales. "They 
were every where," said tho King, "re-

celved with demonstrations of the 11 veil 
est affection, and I am convinced their 
presence served to rivet more closely tha 
bonds of mutual regard nnd loynlty by 
which the vigor of the empire la main- 
tained." 

"I regret," said his majesty, "that the 
war In South Africa is not yet concluded, 
though tho course ot the operations has 
been favorable to our arms, the area of 
war largely reduced, and industries aro 
being resumed In my new colonies, 

"The necessity for relieving those of my 
troops who have most felt the strain of 
war has afforded me the opportunity of 
again availing myself ot the loyal and 
patriotic offers of my colonics, and fur- 
ther contingents will shortly reach South 
Africa from tho Dominion of Canada, the 
commonwealth of Australia and New 
Zealand," 

In regard to the sugar conference the 
speech said: "I trust Its decision may 
lead to tho abandonment of tbo system 
by which the sugar producing colonies 
and home manufacturers of sugar baro 
been unfairly weighted* In the prosecu- 
tion of this important industry." 

Then came the following clause: "I 
hare concluded with the President ot the 
United States a treaty, tho provisions of 
which will facilitate tho construction of 
an Intoroccantc canal under guarantees 
that its neutrality will bo maintained, 
nnd that It will bo open to tho commerce 
and shipping of all nations." 

On the opening day of Parliament the 
aggressiveness of the opposition rivaled 
the speech from the throno In public in- 
terest. The attacks upon tho govern- 
ment were of such nn unexpected nature 
that they drew the tire of Premier Salis- 
bury in the House of Lords and that of 
Joseph Chamberlain In the Commons.

Coffee importations of tho United', 
States for the calendar year 1001 wero 
the largest In the history of our import 
trade. Figures of tho bureau of statis- 
tics show the importations of coffeo 
amounting to 007,0G0,SSS pounds In tha 
cloven month 3 ending with November, 
against 707,<100,152 in the corresponding 
months in 1000; 817,223,877 In the cor- 
responding months ot 1809; 744,010,170 
In the corresponding months of 1808; 
726,110,0911 in the same months of 1807; 
and DG7,020,817 In the cloven months of 
1890. These figures indicate not only 
that the coffee Importations of 1001 were 
larger than those of any preceding year, 
but that they for the first time exceed 
1,000,000,000 pounds. The value ot tha 
coffee Imports of the year reach about 
$70,000,000.

Sierra Loone, as "set forth uy r Major. 
Ross In the progress "report of the'Llv- 
erpbol School of Tropical Science, will 
he iUBtrticti ve. to all Interested In the 
public health. The campaign Is the 
first ever carried unt oti a. large; .scale 
with the object. of ridding an entire 
town In the tropics of ruoRqultoes, 
Moreover, It Is probably the first in- 
stance of public eanltnry measures be- 
ing undertaken- by private agency and 
by private funds. Despairing of'se- 
curlng help fro»n the authorities, Major 
Ross set about Hie work of extirpat- 
ing malaria In Sierra Leone by private 
enterprise. Hla forces were divided 
iiitb'two gangs, one the culex gang,: to 
collect from private houses nil broken 
bottles, .empty tin cans, and old cala- 
bashes, in which mosquitoes of the 
genuseB stegomyln and culex breed. 
The duty of the anopheles gang was to 
drain the pools and puddles in tho 
streets anil back yards of the houses 
In which anopheles, breed. The culex 
gang removed more than a thousand 
cart loads of rubbish. The' niiopholes 
gang had a more dlflicult Job,, owing 
chiefly lo the large rainfall, J CO Inched 
annually, but fn a few weeks- It made 
great progress in attacking the pools 
and puddles, by filling them, draining, 
sweeping them out. treating tliem with 
petroleum, creosote, etc. The results 
are described as "unexpectedly -en- 
couraging." it Is too soon to formu- 
late the statistics of reduction In the 
number of eases of the "disease. As to 
yellow fever Major Ross expects 
speedy results because It Is not 'a lin- 
gering disease, hut as regards the 
other two mosqu I to-borne diseases, 
malaria ami fllarlasls, the good results 
will not bo so immediately manifest.? 
Major Ross docs not. think there Is 
much evidence that the mosquitoes 
are carried far by the winds, and 
hence the utility of destroying the 
local • breeding places. He commends 
the Americans "for the common sense 
and euergy with which thoy have at- 
tacked this question, so different from" 
the hesitation and apathy generally 
shown by tho British." A forthcom- 
ing work Is promised, called, "Mos-", 
qulto Brigades and How to Organize 
Them." — American Medicine.
